Sohyo Asks — 
Suspension 
Of Injunction 


OMUTA (Kyodo)—The de- 
fense counsel for the General 
Federation of the Japan Labor 
Unions (Sohyo) yesterday morn- 
ing requested the Omuta Branch 
of the Fukuoka District Court 
to suspend enforcement of a 
court injunction to keep key 
facilities at Miike Colliery off 
limits to striking union mem- 
bers. 

The defense counsel contend- 
ed the court must suspend the 
injunction until it hands down 
a decision on an objection filed 
with the court by the No. 1 Mi- 
ike Mine Workers Union. 

The Union asserted that the 
issuance of the injunction on 
July 7 by the Fukuoka District 


Court was in violation of the 
Constitution. 
Meantime, police reinforce- 


ments of 13,000 men arrived in 
the strife-torn mining town this 
morning. 

Naokun! Miyaji, director of 
the special police headquarters 
at Miike, announced at noon to- 
day that police received a for- 
mal request from bailiffs of the 
Fukuoka District Court asking 
for mobilization of police. 

The police headquarters later 
issued a statement warning the 
union members and svympathiz- 
ers against repeated “unlawful 
actions” in the name of strike 
action. 

The statement said the atti- 
tude of the unionists in oppos- 
ing the court injunction was 
regrettable. , 

It stressed the police must 
maintain law and order, but it 
will continue all possible efforts 
to settle the dispute by “peace- 
ful means.” 

In Tokyo, six representatives 
of the Socialist Party, including 
Hideo Yamahana, chairman of 
the intraparty special commit- 
tee on the Miike issue, this after- 
noon asked Nobuo Kashiwa- 
mura, director of the Police 
Board, to postpone the use of 
police power to assist bailiffs 
in enforcing a court injunction 
at Miike for the time being un- 
til Inejiro Asanuma, chairman 
of the party, consulted with the 
new Prime Minister on an “ami- 
cable settlement.” 

Asanuma is scheduled to con- 
sult with the new prime min- 
ister immediately after the for- 
mation of a new government, 
they said. 

Kashiwamura explained to the 
Socialists that the “provisional 
disposition” by the court was 
scheduled to be enforced by 
Thursday. 

Kashiwamura, however, 
stressed that police would give 
all possible cooperation for a 
“peaceful solution” of the dis- 


ute.

‘True’ Reporting of Diet Demonstrations 


By KYOKO BABA 


A local re , covering 
snake-dancing leftist demonstra- 
tors around the Diet, pocketed 
his pencil and paper and joined 
them. Soon his identity was 
lost in the wavering mass body. 
He was a staffer of a “conserva- 
tive” dally—Sankel, ‘ 


Influential newspaper com- 
pany employes, including news- 
men, waved and cheered at the 
demonstrators passing in front 
of their office. Hanging their 
Socialist labor union's red flag 
from the window, they also 
cheered the Japan Communist 
Party demonstrators. 


This type of conduct is what 
many Japanese reporters swear 
is part of their “ 
porting. 

Such was the emotion that 
swept over the majority of local 
journalists during the recent 
heightened political crisis after 
the Kishi Cabinet rammed the 
revised security treaty through 
the House of Representatives. 

Yet, according to a Weekly 
Gendai article—“Controversial 
Arguments on “True’ Reporting 
of Diet Demonstrations”—local 
newspapers failed to report “the 
truth.” In other words, the 
leftist reporters’ reports weren't 
leftist enough after editing. 

The controversy, says’ the 
weekly, was brought up by a 
“professional” newspaper, “The 
Journalists,” published by the 
Japan Congress of Journalists. 
(Established five years ago, the 
fellow-traveling Congress con- 
sists of about 1,700 journalists 
aged bétween 30 and 50 work- 
ing for newspapers, radio, TV 
and the movies. Its aims are 
“to promote true reporting” to 
bring about world peace, free- 
dom of speech, journalists’ self- 


respect. It is affiliated with the’ 


Communist-manipulated World 
Congress of Journalists and was 
a member of the People’s 
Council Against Revision of the 
Security Treaty) 

“The journalists” claim that 
reporters who covered the de 
monstrations on-the-spot were 
“outraged” at the way their 
original reports were “distorted” 
by editors. Therefore, it con- 
cludes, newspapers, radio and 
TV didn’t report “the truth.” 

Others, though, noticed how 
NHK’s TV newsreel coverage of 
students’ mobbing the Premier’s 
official residence, for instance, 
was edited to give the impres- 
sion that police actually defend- 
ing themselves were attacking 
the students. As newsmen are 
well aware, films can be edited 
as easily as erasing words and 
sentences out of tape record- 
ings. 

Apparently, whoever edited 
the news stories or films didn’t 
go along with the reporters affi-

Animal Talk 


By ALAN ZAHN, VM.D. 

Of Teeth and Dog Biscuits 

I have just finished reading 
an interesting article in one of 
ithe recent veterinary journals 
| concerning the observations by 
ithe author that dogs fed on 


; | hard biscuits seemed to have 


ithe cleanest teeth. 

He then decided to conduct 
\an experiment in which the 
‘control dogs were fed a usual 
isoft diet, and the test animals 
were fed a large-sized hard- 
The control 
land test dogs both had heavy 
itartar accumulations on their 
teeth. In the test dogs it was 
emphasized that only large bis- 
cults were utilized inasmuch as 


chew them as much. 

After three weeks he states 
that practically all the tartar 
was removed and only slight 
staining remained. One of the 
test animals had a loose pre- 
molar, had only the canine 
teeth (eye-teeth) cleaned with 
practically no tartar removed 
from the molars. Another test 
dog had a dead molar on one 
side and as a consequence there 
was some reduetion of tartar 
on the side with the dead tooth, 
but the unaffected side was 
completely tartar free. 

The control animals fed on 
the normal diets showed no 
change. 

From this pt it appears 
that the use of e, hard bis- 
cults removes tartar effectively. 

Also, in the author’s opinion 
the use of these biscuits pre- 
vents recession of the gums, 
and that dogs with loose or 
dead teeth suffer pain from 
pressure and will not be im- 
proved until defective teeth are 
removed.

“I've beer ~ the diplomat. 
Some of the boys back in Trini- 
dad do serious songs on politics, 
attacking British Government 
policy in the islands.

“Progress has been made.

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Miike Colliery Dispute 

The long-drawn-out dispute at the Miike Colliery of the 
Mitsui Mining Co. at Omuta in Kyushu has taken a turn 
for the worse. 

On Sunday, the management withdrew its offer to hold 
a top-level conference with the leaders of the striking 
miners regarding the enforcement of the recent court in- 
junction in a peaceful manner. Added to this, however, 
there is the obvious intentiori of leftist elements to make 
the development in the Miike dispute a new opportunity 
for further conflict between subversive elements and the 
established order in this country. In fact, the leftist forces 
are already massing in order to fight against the imple- 
- mentation of the injunction which was issued by the Fuku- 
oka District Court on July 7 and which ordered the re- 
moval of union pickets around a coal hopper at the Mikawa 
pit, one of the three major Miike mines owned by the 
Mitsui Mining Co. , 


The strikers are reported to have been joined during 
the past weekend by Communists, Socialists and Zengaku- 
ren students while large police forces have been mustered 
on the spot to see that the law is carried out. 

It appears that the strikers can legally tie up mine 
operations until the bailiff delivers the injunction to the 
mining company’s office on the spot. If it is not enforced 
by next Thursday, the injunction automatically becomes 
void. There is, therefore, every likelihood of a serious im- 
mediate clash between the two forces. 

The situation having thus developed into a veritable 
battle between the leftists and the law, the original mat- 
ters in dispute have been largely lost sight of. Owing 
to the situation in the Japanese coal industry, and the 
Jessening demand for coal in view of the increased use of 
oll, the Mitsui Mining Co., it may be recalled, late last 
year announced its intention to lay off 2,200 men, as part 
of its streamlining operations. Subsequently, the leftist 
miners’ union went into strong opposition to the plan 
and a strike followed. Later on, a rival union with nearly 
5,000 members was formed and received the recognition 
of the management. The members of the leftist union were 
locked out. Since then there has been continual strife 
around the pits; on one occasion a miner was killed, alleged- 
ly in a fight with members of the pro-management union, 
while some hundreds of miners have been injured in 
similar incidents. Today with Omuta turned into a verit- 
able armed camp with both sides apparently massed for 
possible combat, the situation must be accounted grave 
indeed. . 

Everything points to what began as a comparatively 
minor labor dispute developing into a serious political 
crisis. It is clear that, whatever the rights and wrongs 
of a particular situation, the leftist elements in this 
country cannot be permitted to continue to defy the law 
by violent methods, and sooner or later a positive show- 
down on this point can hardly be avoided. 


Sunday was marked by a mammoth demonstration 
of 100,000 unionists at the hopper site of the colliery to 
register opposition to any police action to enforce the 
court injunction. Sponsored by the General Council of 
Trade Unions (Sohyo), a resolution was passed calling 
upon all labor unionists throughout Japan for all-out sup- 
port to the striking Miike unionists. 

7 Addressing the rally, it is reported, were Socialist 
“Party Secretary General Saburo Eda, Communist Party 


Iwai and Tanro Chairman Shigeru Hara. The line-up is 
significant. Here we have Socialist, Communist and labor 
union leaders meeting in common at a gathering to advo- 
cate what amounts to defiance of the due processes of law. 
The police are due to enforce the injunction today, and 
it is clear that Sunday’s rally was a direct encouragement 
to the strikers and their supporters to take action to pre- 
vent this if they can. 

Mr. Eda is reported to have declared his intention 
to ask the new Prime Minister to cope with the Miike 
problem, but it was not necessary for him to go to Omuta 
and address a rally of this description for that purpose. 


It is perhaps difficult to see just what action the 
Government can take at this juncture beyond seeing that 
due processes of law are carried out. The Government 
itself is bound by the law just as much as the mine man- 
agement, the strikers and their sympathizers should be. 
The contention that the court injunction is “unfair gov- 
ernment intervention” in a labor dispute, and accordingly 
the coal hoppers should be protected from the court’s ac- 
tion, is ridiculous. If such an argument were upheld, mat- 
ters might go speedily from bad to worse, and the law 
cease to have any effect in this country. And if such an 
eventuality were to occur, the workers would be among 
the worst sufferers.

Democracy

The relations between Japan and the U.S. have now entered 
a new era with the signing of the Treaty of Mutual Cooperation 
and Security between Japan and that country. President Dwight 
D, Eisenhower has termed the treaty a “joint project” of both 
countries based on equality, But, as the adage goes, where there 
is light, there is shadow, and the ominous clouds which have 
hovered over Japan recently, have marred relations between 
both countries bringing them down to the lowest point in post 
war years. 


A damper was placed on the hitherto friendly Japan-U.5S. 
relations by three incidents. First of all, the attack on President- 
ial press secretary James C, Hagerty at Tokyo International Air- 
port; secondly, the cancellation of President Eisenhower's visit 
to Japan when he was in Manila. 


The cancellation came when the Government became doubtful 
of protecting the President from possible danger. The third and 
last were the demonstrations which were aimed principally at 
ousting Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi from his post as well as 
protesting against the new treaty. The demonstrations, in line 
with the policies of Peiping and Moscow, gave an impression 
that the demonstrators were demanding Americans to leave this 
country and return all U.S. bases in Japan to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment. 


Former British Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill aptly 
pointed out that the American people are hard to appease once 
they become alienated from the ple of another country, The 
new era of Japan-U.S, relations, therefore, faces manifold prob- 
lems from the start. 


There have been a series of movements by the Socialist Party 
and other leftist groups after the Occupation which I cannot 
quite comprehend. The leftist groups staged demonstrations 
against U.S. bases in Japan, the teachers’ efficiency rating system, 
and the bill to revise the Police Duty Law, in addition to the 
demonstrations against the new treaty. 


It is indeed doubtful as to what extent the people who parti- 
cipated in such demonstrations understood what their real object. 
fives were. They gave an impression that they joined the demon- 
strations only to lose their identity in the crowd and become a 
raving mob. 

Bitter criticism was directed against the Cabinet denouncing 
it for not spending enough time to deliberate on the treaty. 
However, Prof. Zengo Ohira of Hitotsubashi University and other 
experts, after studying Diet minutes, coneluded that enough time 
had been given for deliberation, but the Opposition Diet members 
were not satisfied with answers given to their questions, The 
fact was that they asked the same questions over and over, got 
entangled in concepts, brought in unrelated matters in the dis- 
cussion and introduced many hypotheses. 

The treaty which was passed on the night of May 19 at the 
plenary session of the House of Representatives created popular 
criticism saying that the ruling Liberal-Democratio. Party, utiliz- 
ing its majority power in the Lower House, violated the principle 
of parliamentary democracy. However, those who read the diary 
of Dr. Ichiro Kiyose, speaker of the House of the Representatives, 
would understand what actually happened that evening. The 
vulgar-mouthed criticizers should understand that the aged 
Speaker placed himself in dire physical danger only because he 
wanted to protect the Diet and democracy. 

The crisis Japan is facing today is not simple. But the nu- 
cleus of the problem, I believe, lies in whether democratic parlia- 
mentarism is suited to the clime of Japan or the racial character- 
istics of her peop! The words “democracy” and “parliament- 
arism” are heard“everywhere but is the real meaning of the 
words understood? The essence of democracy and parliament 
arism can be summed up in three principles: denial of violence, 
constitutionalism and the rule of the majority. I was flabber- 
gasted at some statements made by the presidents of colleges 
and universities justifying the student demonstrations by saying 
that the Government was wrong and that it was unreasonable 
to punish “pure hearted and innocent” students who acted 
against the “bad Government.” 

On the other hand, the unionists publicized their strikes as 
“orderly,” but since political strikes are apparently unconstitu- 
tional, they have violated Japan’s supreme law. 

Japan fails miserably in the three principles of democratic 
parliamentarism. Although Japan-U.S, relations have entered a 
new era, it is doubtful whether Japan is qualified to become a 
member of the community of free nations. My conclusion is 
that each individual Japanese must improve and adapt himself 
to the ways of democracy before Japan can be admitted into the 
international community. 

The U.S. State Department and the American public in gen- 
eral are no doubt placing great hopes on Japan as a leader of 
Asian countries. But the foundation of mutual cooperation be- 
tween Japan and the U.S. as evidenced in the treaty must be 
laid on democratic parliamentarism, I firmly believe that before 
rejoicing over the new treaty or worrying over the political 
situation, we must strive toward realization of the three prin- 
ciples of democracy and parliamentarism,

Ikeda’s Nomination 


Hayato Ikeda, new president 
of the Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty, has been nominated as new 
Prime Minister. We ardently 
hope that he injects “fresh air” 
into the thinking of the nation 
by selecting his Cabinet col- 
leagues on the principle of the 
right man in the right place. 
Even if he should select new 
Government and party execu- 
tives on such a principle, we 
may be unable to expect much 
of it because of the party's in- 
ternal situation and a lack of 
able men in it. At least, how- 
ever, Ikeda must try to exclude 
from his new Cabinet those who 
are following the ways of for- 
mer Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi, failing which people may 
consider his Cabinet as the same 
in character as Kishi’s. He must 
bear in mind that although 
Kishi had advocated dissolution 
of intraparty factions, he had 
instead intensified factional 
strife.—Mainichi Shimbun 


It is premature to say that 
the forthcoming Ikeda regime 
may be quite the same in 
character with the Kishi re- 
gime just because Ikeda passed 
half of his life as a Govern- 
ment official just as Kishi did, 
Ikeda, however, was one of the 
Yoshida Cabinet members who 
pushed the Occupation policy 
designed to democratize this 
country.

“The brutal stabbing of 
Japan’s Premier Kishi on the 
eve of his stepping-down from 
office illustrates anew that the 
nation’s agonies have not yet 
ended. Mr. Kishi is, fortunately, 
expected to recover quickly. 
But it was an ugly incident, a 
mark of the length to Which 
fanaticism goes. And the Japa- 
nese Government still has to 
deal with fanatics...” 

The new Premier-designate, 
Hayato Ikeda, the editorial con- 
tinued, “though he has been a 
rival to Mr. Kishi within the 
party, was Mr. Kishi's choice as 
successor. He has been a mem- 
ber of the Kishi Cabinet and a 
defender of the controversial 
security treaty with the United 
States. He is regarded as a 
friend of the West, and is a 
seasoned and capable adminis- 
trator but he faces an awesome 
challenge as he prepares to take 
up’ the reins of a badly batter- 
ed government. 

“He faces the task of restor- 
ing internal order, of demon- 
strating that Japan will be gov- 
erned by its Government and 
not by the mob actions of a 
violent minority and, as he 
himself declared in his victory 
statement, of restoring Japan's 
international prestige. He faces 
the prospect, too, of new elec- 
tions planned for the fall—and 
if the events of recent weeks 
are any indication, these could 
prove a tumultuous exercise 
that would test the strain which 
can be put on the workings of 
democracy, even as Premier 
Kishi lay wounded, 50,000 leftist 
demonstrators snakedanced 
through the streets of Tokyo 
protesting the choice of what 
they called a carbon-copy suc- 
cessor. 

“The Communists, the nation- 
alists, the militant pacifists have 
tasted victory by violence, and 
they can be expected to trv the 
same tactics again in an effort 
to frustrate the Government.”

LOS ANGELES—They hailed the conqueror, and a new hero 
came into a political culture where hero types die hard and bring 
heartbreak when they die, and in which a new political man is 
struggling to be born. 


Before we push the past wholly into the obscurity‘of musty 
files and memoirs it is worth saying that no good fight for a 
deeply felt cause is ever wholly wasted or lost. Lyndon Johnson 
fought a lusty fight, yet the notable one was that of the Stevenson 
cohort, 


Their wished miracle never achieved, the dream and hope on 
which they operated never materialized. There is a wistful sad- 
ness among the Stevenson faithful who brought to the nomina- 
tion proceedings the only note of passionate caring that was 
sounded all day. The single sentence that formed their last press 
release—“a funny thing happened to us on the way to the nomina- 
tion”—was not a bad sequel to the wildly expressive demonstra- 
tion when Sen. Eugene McCarthy put Stevenson into nomination, 


While the outward struggle was between Johnson and Ken- 
nedy, there was a more subtle one between the Stevenson and 
Kennedy forces. The North-South fight was marked by genuine 
differences of social outlook which will form a continuing pro- 
blem during the campaign. The Stevenson-Kennedy fight was 
not over basic issues, since both men represent the liberal wing 
of the Democratic Party. It was a matter of choice between 
two different kinds of leadership, two moods and temperaments 
whose differences are not easy to define yet are important to 
understand. 


> * > 

One way of putting the difference is to see it as one between a 
reflective man for whom action comes at the efd of a complex 
analysis, and an action man for whom reflection is a prelude 
to action. Perhaps thebest epitaph.on the Stevenson hero-type 
was the general postmortem comment in his camp: “We started 
too late’”—something that could never be said of the Kennedy 
hero-type. There is a heady sense of triumph among the men 
who planned, organized, and executed the Kennedy victory with 
a precision rarely achieved in the loose and sloppy entity called 
the Democratic Party. 


Adlai Stevenson was the kind of political figure who, like a 
great novelist or artist, creates a world that bears his unmistak- 
able stamp. If I didn’t understand this earlier, I understood it 
when I watched the demonstration for him on the convention 
floor. 


The people who took part in it—Negro and white, young and 
old, poor, middling and rich—couldn't have explained their al- 
most fanatical intensity by any position/Stevenson has taken on 
any particular issue. All you could say was that they had about 
him an awareness of greatness. They were caught up in his 
world of intangibles, as a reader is caught up in the world a 
novelist weaves out of his own and the reader's sensitivities and 
dreams. 

* . * 

I was going to say that Kennedy will in time create his similar 
world, but that would miss the whole point. Kennedy as a new 
political figure is interested in the means by which a given end 
will be achieved. We sre entering an era in which political 
leadership, like almost everything else in our culture, is handed 
over to the technicians. Give them the ends, and they will find 
the means. That is the kind of man this new political man is. 
This is Jack Kennedy. 

. . > 

He is easily one of the most brilliant political technicians 
who has come on the American scene since Franklin Roosevelt. 
We can count on his skill, his timing, his perceptiveness, hig ad- 
roitness of maneuver. Above all, we can count on his intense 
will to complete whatever job he takes on, and to win. 


What this means is that John Kennedy will be as good as— 
and no better than—the frame of ends and values within which 
he works. He is not the sort of man who can himself create this 
frame. But he has the right instincts, as Harry Truman had; 
and he has the perceptiveness to select from the thinking of those 


around him those ends that are most in tune with the nature 
and needs of our time. 


This has already been illustrated by the forthrightness and 
generosity of the Democratic platform which was fashioned so 
largely under his influence, and presumably with his complete 
assent. Men who have fought for vears for a decent civil rights 
position in a party platform are delighted now to have their ut- 
most dream confirmed. On foreign policy, on economic growth, 
on the redirection of America’s energies and the reallocation of 
America’s resources, the planks to which Kennedy is now com- 
mitted are good planks. 

But the crucial tests of the ends and values to which 
will commit himself are still to come. ; 


The Democrats have a new man. He has a chance to rise to 
greatness or to remain merely a good technician.

Customs Need Streamlining

To the Editor: 

A Mr. Sheldon Wesson writes 
about customs procedures in 
Japan. I am certain there must 
be hundreds if not thousands 
of persons who at one time or 
another felt like blowing their 
tops when it comes to dealing 
with Japanese customs. 


I cannot help but wonder 
why on earth the customs don’t 
send a mission abroad to study 
streamlining and greater effi- 
ciency. Every branch of the 
Japanese industry does it and 
with good results. Why not the 
customs who need it more than 
any other government bureau. 
There was a time when it took 
18 little chops to be put on an 
import entry. I do not know 
how many it takes today, prob- 
ably just as many if not more. 

Speaking about customs pro- 
cedures in the United States, I 
strongly urge the Ministry of 
Finance, customs division, to 
ask for a report from every Ja- 
panese firm having a branch 
office in the United States, re- 
garding U.S. customs procedures. 
This would be an eye-opener 
for the respective Japanese 
officials and I dare say, would 
not be believed, For those 
readers who do not know U.S. 


customs import procedures, 
here it is: 
F. & Co. in New York re- 


ceives a shipment of duty-free 
imports. There is a “sampler” 
(customs inspector) on the pier 
where the ship docks. The 
moment the shipment arrives, 
one of the containers is subject 
to a spot check by the sampler 
and promptly and immediately 
the import is released, and that 
is the complete customs 
procedure re duty-free imports. 
F. & Co, receives say 100 
cases of dutiable import. 
a sampler on the pier releases 
immediately 99 cases and one 
case goes to public store for 
duty assessment. Within five to 
six days, the importer receives 
his duty memo for the whole 
lot which in the meantime he 
eould Nave sold before he even 
knows what amount of duty he 
has to pay. 


Lastly, do the customs in 
Yokohama still insist in spite of 
repeated requests by the re- 
spective interested parties, on 
the ridiculous procedure of tak- 
ing incoming passengers on the 
North Pier for customs exami- 
nation to the South Pier? 
Again I suggest that the cus- 
toms ask for a report of Japa- 
nese steamship companies call- 
ing with passengers at U.S. 

rts, what is the procedure fol- 
owed over there.
